THEY OUGHT TO FAME THE SLOT MACHIWB FOUD. 


Lima appears to be not alone in the revival of the slot machine fad. 


The people of Toledo ?>r» coapialu'tig that that elty is twkw overrun wllu 
them, contrary to law, to morals and to the inclination of tbe majority of the 
people, 
la its last edition the Toledo Blade handles the slot machine subject 


In tbe following manner: 


The slot machines which have been in biding for several months in 


cellars and back rooms, have been brought to light, a&d are again doing busi- 
ness at the old stands. There seems to have been concerted action among the 
dealers who use these devices, for they have appeared simultaneously In var- 
ious parts of the city. 


What is tbe reason for this movement? 
Are tbe dealers satisfied, now that the old regime Is assured in police 


circles, that they will not be molested? 


Is there an understanding between the owners and operators of these 
iees and tbe police tf apartment? 
Toledo faxed very well without slot machines. Their introduction is not 


a good thing for the city. Their banishment should be made perpetual. It 
will be interesting to know what the police departmtnt will do with them. 


The slot machine people in Lima seem to have a very firm hold upon the 


administration. If th« frugal, thrifty mayor cliaga to the slot machine be- 
cause of the royalty paid by the contractor for the privilege of running them 
in the city and assisting in corrupting the public moials, it would be well for 
that dignitary to tell the people how much the city gets for the privilege she 
bestows upon the slot machine man. 
It must be quite a handsome amount, 


and dwerves to be placed in a fund by itself. How would It do to open upon 
tbe city boots a "Slot Machine Gambling Fund," or a "Puplic Morals Cor- 
ruption Fund'? 


MILLIONS IH IT FOR THI PEOPLE TO PAY. 


Th« irrigation scheme that was worked through Coogrew by the railroad 


lobbyists in Washington, for the benefit of western land owners In genera! and 
the railroad companies having millions of acres of land to be benefitted there- 
by, in particular, is provoking comment from tbe press in many parts of the 
country, and the Toronto Globe, in discussing the scheme of irrigation, the 
foundation for which has been laid in the act passed by Congress, finds its 
most significant feature in "tbe tacit recognition of the growing scarcity of 
agricultural land in the West." As long as the great stretches of arable land 
in Canada lie almost unpeopled and unimproved there is no pressure of scar- 
city. 
Behind the irrigation scheme there are attractive speculative possibili- 


ties. Interested parties have pushed it upon the attention of Congress, and it 
is very much to be feared they will keep on pushing for the nest fifty years. 
There are millions in it, and many nice questions of State and Federal juris- 
diction to be determined which will kfeep the lawyers aad the Courts busy for 
many a day. 


STRONG RIVAL TO THE SUGAR TRUST. 


The incorporation of the Federal Sugar Refining Company, with a capital 


of £50,000,000, as a riral of the Sugar Trust, is an important mo-ement. If it 
be true, as alleged by one of the stockholders—a practical sugar refiner of large 
experience—that the new company ia the possessor ot a patented process which 
eliminates the use of animal matter in retining and saves $5 a ton, as compared 
with usual processes, the Sugar Trust, is at present constituted, will have to 
go out of business. Tbe installation of a monopoly based on an economy of 
manufacture is not likely to reduce prices to the consumer, except as a resnlt 
ot competition; but it would remove the last argument for protection by dif- 
ferential duties. Such & monopoly could protect itself. 


REPUBLICANS MUST FILL TWO VACANCIES ON THE TICKET. 


The ruling has been made by Attorney General Sheets that the Governor 


cf Ohio hits only power to appoint a successor to Judge Williams to serve un- 
til the November election, when a member of the Court must be regulatly 
elected. The uemocrats at their State Convention will place such a candi- 
date in nomination, but it will devolve upon the Republican committee to 
make two appointments to fill the ticket—one for Lieutenant General and the 
other for Supreme Judge. 


BANNA'S PECULIAR IDEA OF HOME RULE.

their pslics-mea and firemen appointed by boards created by the governor.

WATER RIGHTS INVIOLATE. 


Fr«t*rtrd by Severe 


Water 1« the tnost precious thing in 


Palestine, and the laws which protect 
spring* nnd wells are very sever*. 
Mo«t of the wtlis are artilicial. Bich 
men at vein- great exprune have chis- 
eled ba»iDK aud reservoirs out of tla- 
rocks to receive the flow from springs, 
and in many placets where no springs 
could 
be fouud 
they h-nve drilleit 


through the limestone a huudred feet 
and sotnetlaies twice that distance to 
the artesian basin. 


None but very rich sheiks can afford 


each an expenditure. Nevertheless, 
they hare not only been the greatest 
t>enef actors of their fellow men, but 
those who have sunk wells aud built 
fountains have erected monument* to 
their fame more enduring than palaces 
or temples or shafts of granite. 


The temple of Solomon has vanished 


forever, but the pools which be -walled 
np with masonry and filled with water 
still remain: The -wells that Abraham 
and Jacob drilled in tbe rocfe as acts 
of piety as well as power are as im- 
mortal as their names and will live for- 
ever :is long as men feel thirst. 


According to a j'jst custom of the 


country, water rights could never be 
forfeited. 
No mnn who owned a woll 


might refuse his neighbor water for 
his family or his flocks, but the lord 
of the spring was inviolate. No cred- 
itor or enemy eonld take his water 
rights away from him. To injnro or 
fill up a vrp]l was an unpardoimble 
crime. 
AVheri the Philistines threw 


earth and stonos into the well of Abra- 
ham. they intended to challenge bin!
